9, Air Force Capt (angineer) keh, former assienment 
unknown, presumably an expert .n the field of fuels. 


10. Dr. Christian, formerly at the Junkers saircreft on- 
gine Plant, was transferred before sourte's arrivel 
in camp to a subsidiary cam located in -Zavod 560 

near wioscow (turbine plant of Tushino). Tho tyne 

004 JUNO gas turbine was built there by Christiar. 
and a group of 42 engineers; their monthly salary 
was 15C rubles. After completion of the turbine the 
organization was dissolved. Christian and a frou. 
of about 12 men were transferred to another place. 


18. Air force Capt (Engineer) <uenne, formerly assigned 
to the Gerrmn sir Force Constructions Department 
(hAL), took part in the camp in the designing of 
turbine blades... both forged ani cast blades were 
developed and the pertinent production facilities were 
also designed. sxperinents with ceramic blades were 
not successful.

Of the German specialists mentioned in the 
report the presence in irasnogorsk of Fuchs,

- Helias had previously been reported. . 


As previously reported in detail* Dr. Christian 
and his organization were working on the de- 
velopment of a turbo-prop engine. Helias was 
employed in the Ontical Plant of Pavshino near 
Krasnogorsk. fuchs reportedly works in the field 
of nuclear physics. Graf who was discharged from 
captivity in Jecenber 1949 lives in wuerttemberg. 


Zabel was an assistant to the German sir Force 
General in budapest. Pfitgzner, along with Trenk- 
mann,stayed in Lipetsk, from 1927 to 1932, the 
air training center of the ke lehswehrmini sterium. 
while Pfitzner was anti-soviet, “renkmann has 
always been pro-soviet. Wis employment in hRechlin 
as an interpreter.for the 5oviets seems possible 
but requires confirmation. 


Dr. Pistor’s stay in Kuibyshev (para 13) has not 
been confirmed so far. 
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
